| WEEKLY REVIEW 


“Canning” Now an Essential Industry—Marked Changes Likely 
From This—Acreage Reported Short, But Growing 
Well—Pea Canning on in Heavy Pea-Can- 
ning States—Market is Quiet. 


The canning industry has been declared an ‘essential in- 
dustry’’ by the Federal Reserve Board, which holds the purse 
strings of the banking business of the country, as will be 
seen from the N, C. A. Circular No. 73, reprinted in this issue. 
This is one of the most important market gains recorded in 
this industry in recent years,.and will undoubtedly go far to- 
wards relieving many of the evils now affecting the marketing 
of canned foods. Prices have been kept weak and every ad- 
vance checked through the necessity of canners raising im- 
mediate funds, té do which they were compelled to throw the 
goods on the market at the best price obtainable. Now that 
the banking interests have been warned that ‘“‘canning”’ is an 
essential industry which must be well taken care of, we may 
expect to see the banks more liberal in their treatment of the 
canners as regards loans. But it remains for the canners to 
properly impress this new phase upon the minds of the bank- 
ers; to bring home to them all that the canning industry means 
to the people at large and to the local growers, and therefore 
to all contingent business. And we hope to see come out o> 
this greatly improved business conditions in the conduct of the 
canneries themselves. Thrown in with the great industrial 
concerns of the country the canners will have to measure up 
to their responsibility as business men, and this cannot but 
be beneficial to the whole industry. It is not much to the 
credit of this industry that the farmers got this relief before 
the canners; but now that both farmers and the canners have 
it, we may rightfully expect to see the business register distinct 
progress. The banks will now be interested in seeing that 
the growers market a maximum of their production, an@ in 
food crops this means through the canneries; and they will like- 
wise be interested in seeing that the canneries run to their 
capacities and that the goods are properly and well marketed. 
On the other hand, the banks will find that the canners are the 
least of speculators, confining their operations to legitimate 
production and sale, and the banks will like this, as it is the 
style of business they prefer, Moreover, investigation into

eanned foods will convince the bankers that as a collateral 
they are much more trustworthy and less subject to deteriora- 
tion and decay than most other food products. The bars’ 


are down now and the industry will welcome a thorough in- 
vestigation, in full confidence that it can but profit from a 


most intensive inspection. It may not be too much to say this 
action by the Reserve Board marks a new day in the canned 
foods industry. 

The week’s canned foods market has been broken by the 
holidays, which, however, is more of an excuse than an actuauity 
as business was quiet before and has been quiet since, so that 
the holidays did not make much difference. Our old friend 
“apathy” has reigned supreme among the buyers and no argu- 
ments or evidence of crop damage or shortage in packs or prac- 
tical certainty of a can shortage or any other cause can de- 
throne him. We have seen the time when the jobbers would 
sprain an ankle to gain a profit of 2%c per dozen on goods; 
but now the market witnesses, without so much as the bat o, 
an eye, jobbers buying future tomatoes at from $1.70 to $1.80 
while good spot standard tomatoes are obtainable at from 
$1.55 to $1.60 per dozen. If anyone who has been long 
associated with this market and knows the nature of its buyers 
can explain such an apparent anomaly we, at least, will wel- 
come the explanation. In the light of former cost claims, and 
of the present claim of increased costs over former years—and 
which seem absolutely certain—we confess we do not under- 
stand how canners carn accept business at such figures, and 
expect to make any money either on spots or futures. But 
there’s the market. Either there were some mighty good liars 
on costs in the past, or the canners are the most consistent 
and contented—the ablest—losers the world has ever seen. We 
believed their cost figures then, and we believe them now, and 
the number of wrecks of tomato canners strewn all over the 
country bear testimony that all could not continue to lose as 
they have lost without going to the wall; but in the light of 
such happenings will men rush in again and expect to fare 


better, at even lower prices than last year? Does it note a 
magnificent faith backed with unquenchable hope, or just 
crass foolishness? But this applies entirely to the canners; 
what of the jobbers, those astute business men who know that 
it is always safe to buy when goods are below cost of produc- 
tion? Why are they not fairly gobbling up everything in sight 
and yelling for-more? Is their individual wisdom so great, 
their insight so keen, that they of their own and individual 
accord stay out of the market, knowing that prices will remam 
low and possible go lower. They are showing wonderfully con- 
certed action for individuals, and have become wonderously 
wise overnight as it were, for they were not always thus. 


We have had much good, hot sunshine, with a generous 
sprinkling of good rains—ideal growing weather for the crops 
and they have made good progress in this whole section. And 
most sections of the country report good progress. Despite the 
Government report of acreage conditions, commented upon in 
this column last week, all the canners we have seen so far re- 
port but a fraction of normal acreage. Reports from can- 
ners on the ’Shore show cuts of from 30 to 50 per cent in their 
“normal acreage, and the same is true with the corn canner 
One large corn canner reports very light acreage for several of 
his plants, with less than normal for the others. Virginia has 
had an unusual number drop out of the business this season 
and those who intend running report but two-thirds of a to- 
mato acreage. Ohio and Indiana are more nearly normal in 
their reports, while Illinois is off, but it would seem to us 
that no section can count upon a full average acreage. 


Wisconsin and New York State are beginning their pea 
packs and both report the outlook quite bright. The former 
state had a long spell of very hot weather, followed by cool 
and rain, but the general promise is for a fair yield of good 
quality. 

Market changes are not numerous, for as we have said, 
the buying has been of a very quiet nature, the jobbers taking 
only such quantities as they are compelled to have to piece out. 

The can situation is improving slowly, but there seems to 
be no hope of a normal supply this season. Owing to the em- 


bargoes and freight tie-ups many machinery firms are forced 
to make deliveries by express, which will add heavily to the 
expenses.

NOTES AND OBSERVATIONS. 


Executive Committee Meeting August 5th, at Cleveland— 
There will be a meeting of the Board of Directors and of prac- 
tically all other committees of the National Canners’ Asso- 
ciation at the Statler Hotel, Cleveland, Ohio, on August 5th, 
extending, in all probability, over to the 7th. 


There is a large list of very important matters to come 
before this meeting, and the complete roster of the committees 
is looked for, : 


Maryland Inspectors on the Job—All the industry read 
about Maryland’s efforts to pass a pure tomato law, in the 
sense that it prohibited the use of puree in canned tomatoes, 


and a good many guessed that with the passing of the law, 
there the matter ended. But notso. The new Food and Drug 
Commissioner, A. L. Sullivan, had a long training and experi- 
ence with the National Pure Food Law, and he is right on the 
job. Dr. Blanck, the former commissioner for Maryland, has 


joined the forces of the N. C. A. inspection system, and is 
working in Maryland. The following letter will shortly be 
mailed to every canner in Maryland: 


Important: To Packers of Tomatoes and Tomato Products. 


The last Maryland Legislature passed an act which pro- 
hibits the ‘use of any liquid substance in canned tomatoes or 
tomatoes with puree except the juice arising from the tomatoes 


themselves after they have been peeled, trimmed, cored and 
‘prepared for canning. Under this act the addition of water, 


cyclone juice, concentrated or unconcentrated pulp from skins 
and cores and so-called seepage obtained by pressing skins and 
cares is illegal. 


Under the Maryland Food and Drug Law the adition of 
tomato juice in excess of the amount present in the peeled 
tomatoes is an adulteration, that is, if in the canning of a lot 


of tomatoes more juice be added than is present in that lot the 
same will be considered an adulteration. 


The enforcement of the Food and Drug Laws is a function 
of this office. In the case of canned tomatoes it is recom- 


mended that the cans be filled with tomatoes and only enough 
juice be used to fill the crevices. ; 


This department will also pay attention to pulp, puree ana 
other concentrated tomato products. The purpose of this work 
will be to check up the condition of the finished product so as 
to avoid the sale of objectionable products. In most cases the 
difficulties can be traced to improper and insufficient sorting 


of the raw material used in making the pulp. Therefore spe- 
cial attention should be paid to proper sorting methods and 
also to the cleanliness of the various pieces of apparatus 
through which the tomatoes pass. 


The Food and Drug Commissioner desires the earnest co- 
operation of canners in living up to the law. It is believed 
that a determined effort should be made to do away with slack 
filling and other objectionable practices. Full compliance with 


the state laws and regulations will undoubtedly result in a 
better pack of tomatoes and less difficulties with the Federal 
authorities with the consequent financial loss and loss of food 
products through condemnations. That canners of the state 
are interested in improved conditions is shown by the volun- 
tary system of inspection which has been adopted by a consid- 
erable proportion of the industry and by the passage of the 
tomato law referred to in the first paragraph of this letter. 

The State Department of Health is anxious to co-operate 
with all and to be of real assistance in making the season’s 
pack one of which the entire state may feel proud.

NEW YORK MARKET 


Very Little Life to the Market—A revival Confidently Looked 
For—Occasional Flurries in Buying Tomatoes—Corn 
Continues High—Southern New Packed Peas 
Reported All Sold—Government Buy- 
ing Fruits—A Line on All Prom- 
inent Goods—Picked Up in 
This Market.

New York, July 9, 1920. 

The Situation—Spot canned foods markets showed very 
little animation during the week, buying limited in all cases 
to smali lots. Inquiries were not numerous and even though 
Independence Day ended the holidays for summer, business 
has not picked up this week as a good many expected it would, 
and hoped it would. Of course it requires time to get all the 
forces into motion and after they have been paralyzed so long 
it is not easy to revive them at once. But nearly all interests 
are hopeful and fully expect to see the revival come which 
has been so long anticipated. The general situation seems 
to promise a little better, but without important sales it is 
difficult to keep up one’s courage. Still, the market has not 
declined and the proportion of purchases seems to be a fair 
average. Possibly when the selling interests get their figures 
all made up for the month of June they will find that they 
have sold more than they thought. Sometimes things come 
out unexpectedly good, even though they look bad for the 
time. Salmon has shown a little interest. Fruits are too 
uncertain because of the high price and scarcity of sugar to 
make much business now. Tomatoes have been more active. 
New York pea canners think they will have trouble with the 
‘erop maturing all at once. Holders are indifferent and are not 
urging sales, and this indifference is met by an equal indiffer- 
ence on the part of buyers. The result is a deadlock which 
reduces business. 

Tomatoes—A fair business has developed some days dur- 
ing the week, but it did not seem to be permanent. However, 
spurts are interesting and help in the distribution. Buyers 
showed some interest in No. 3s at $1.55a1.60, while No, 2s 
were priced at $1.40 and No. 10s at $5.75. These figures were 
not stabilized and the market varied with buyers’ and sellers’ 
ideas of what prices should be. But the fact that demand im- 
proved somewhat was sufficient to satisfy some holders and 
they felt pleased that the outlook changed to that extent. Buy- 
ing was chiefly in small lots, however, and not much business 
was done beyond meeting the requirements of those who felt 
that they must have stock for immediate necessities. No. 3s 
were not quite as active as No. 2s, and No. 10s were virtually 
neglected. California No. 2%s held unchanged at $1.55a1.60, 
No. 10s, solid pack, are priced at $6.00. Not much interest is 
‘shown in them. Crop reports are more reassuring and some 
growers say that during the past week or so the condition has 
improved in a marked degree. What the quantity of old stock 
is cannot be told, but most who express an opinion think it is 
pretty well down. That seems to be a general opinion, but 
‘here and there one believes differently. It is perhaps im- 
possible to say who is right. It would seem, however, that 
from the acreage planted the outlook for an average crop is 
good. 


Corn—The market for New York fancy corn is reported 
firm. Not much fancy Maine remains on the spot and prices 
range from $1.80a1.85, according to seller. Supplies of South- 
ern pack are small and the market is firm as quoted. The 
crop reports are favorable in almost all growing centers, and a 


fair output is expected. Buyers are showing a little spotty 
interest, with sales rather more free than they were last week, 
but with much still to be desired. However, the quantity of 
old pack available is small and doesn’t cut much figure in the 
market under present conditions. Buyers say that retailers 
have little corn left and predict an enlarged demand shortly. 

Peas—Buying of new pack Southern stock is active and 
reports from the South say that canners have sold out prac- 
tically their entire pack. Fancy sifted grades were all dis- 
posed of sometime ago. The Wisconsin crop has suffered con- 
siderable damage from recent hot weather, and the yield may 
be somewhat curtailed. A letter received this week says that 
up to ten days ago Alaskas were reported in good condition, 
but the extreme hot weather during the past few days has. 
probably seriously curtailed the crop. Only a few canners are 
putting up a normal quantity of the earlier varieties and 
some have been obliged to buy standard large sieve stock from 
others in order to fill their contracts. New York state can- 
ning has not yet begun in sufficient volume to enable anyone 
to make a prediction of the probable quantity. 

Fruits—The United States Government on behalf of the 
War and Navy Departments has entered the market and has 
taken a considerable block of California fruits, all 1920 pack. 
The deal is said to have been closed and that the Government 
has signed an order firm at the opening price. It is said that 
no quibbling over discounts took place in this sale as in some 
former ones where the Government insisted upon having 5a7% 
per cent discount. Not much buying otherwise. The sugar 
situation is worrying canners and few feel certain enough to 
go ahead. Buyers show little interest in any variety beyond 
making a few inquiries. 

Pineapple—No cessation of demand for 1920 pack is re- 
ported and distributors unable to cover their-requirements in © 
the early trading, are shopping around trying to find stock with 
which to meet their necessities. Sales have been made as 
high as 37% per cent over the opening price, and holders of 
contracts are now demanding as high as 40 per cent over the 
opening and prospective bidders are offering 37% per cent. 
Movement is strong, with buyers searching for stock and un- 
able to find it. The sale of Hawaiian pineapple could be 
doubled if the stock were available. 

Peaches—Buying is limited to small quantities, and the 
market is firmly held at $4.50 for extras, $4.25 for extra 
standards and $3.50a3.75 for standards. Inquiry is a little 
freer, but the situation doesn’t warrant expectation of imme- 
diate revival, 

Apricots—The market is quiet and nominally unchanged. 

Berries—Numerous inquiries are reported for berries in 
No. 2s, No. 3s and No. 10s, but supplies are small and the 
trade awaits the arrivals of 1920 pack before further spot 
business is done. ae 

Apples—No. 10s are held steady, but the situation is likely 
to change if the sugar situation eases, as many profess to be- 


lieve it will. Buying is light and inquiry doesn’t amount to 
very much. 
Salmon—Some spot inquiry for reds is reported and the 
market has been well maintained on the basis of $3.55a3.65, 
with offerings at the inside price small. Reports of the un-- 
favorable progress of this year’s pack have the effect of 
strengthening the supplies now held here. Shipment of new 
pack will begin earlier than usual, but because of the demor- 
alized freight service it looks now as though it would be much 
later when the supply arrives. Pinks have sold at $1.85a1.90, 
with holders generally asking $1.87% as a minimum. 
Sardines—Spot business is limited to small lots, but a 
fair demand is reported for new pack and the market is firm 
as quoted. The evidence that the pack will be short in Maine 
accumulates and influences rather larger purchases. Re- 
tailers are showing little interest. Jobbers make inquiries, 
but buy relatively little. Foreign goods are held steady, pend- 
ing the outcome of packs abroad. Some are reported small 
and some are reported large. But the price is almost pro- 
hibitive for importation. 
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PICKED UP IN PASSING. 


One of the questions that agitates the minds of buyers 
is the whereabouts of what is left of the 1919 pack of fruits. 
Buyers point out that the pack did not go into consumption 
either here or abroad, and they would much like to know what 
has become of them. They say, too, that though the pack for 
1920 may be high it is the 1919 pack sellers are handling now 
and they see no reason why that should be marked up in sym- 
pathy with the 1920 pack. Therefore, they are not buying at 
present prices. They do not, however, accept the assertions of 
shortage. Instead, they say that considerable quantities of 
last year’s pack must be left and they see no reason for paying 
the price asked and refuse to do so. Worthwhile agents of 
packers are becoming somewhat alarmed since canners refuse 
to operate without orders, and the orders are not forthcoming. 
Until they are the whole situation will remain in something of 
a chaotic state. 

Butler & Sergeant, Inc., have transferred Roy Robinson 
irom New York to their Cleveland office. The Cleveland branch 
has been in operation only a few months, but it has been neces- 
sary to increase both the sales and office force from time 
to time to handle the steadily growing business. The firm has 
established an enviable reputation with the trade and the grow- 
ing business at all its branches is sufficient testimony of its 
enterprise. 

Letters from canners on the Coast say that the American 
Can Company has notified all packers that they will be unable 
to deliver the same number of No. 10 cans that were sent to 
them last year. They have placed a 50 per cent. minimum on 
their allotments, with 95 per cent. the maximum any canner can 
have. As the situation looks now the can manufacturers’ deci- 
sion will result in considerable curtailment in the pack. What 
the effect will be upon the total output is a question which 
will have to be decided by time. Perhaps the shortage of cans 
will in some degree solve the problem of buying as it is working 


out now.

In a list naming offerings of canned goods were these 
items: Tuna fish, No. Y% and No. 1; Shrimp, No. 1 and No. 14 
wet and dry; all grades of pineapple; spot fruits, a variety- No. 
2 Michigan Keifer pears; No. 10 New Jersey and Baltimore 
strawberries; New York State fancy rhubarb, immediate de- 
livery; future Hawaiian pineapple; Norwegian sardines; extra 
fancy Japanese crab meat;. meats of all kinds. This list is 
interesting as showing the numerous varieties of goods which 
holders are offering in large or small lots. It would seem to 
indicate that cons‘derable quantities are available. 


New pack red and pink salmon have been sold at $3.40 and 
$1.75 respectively. Columbia River silver side halves have sold 
for $1.75 New York, and Puget Sound Co. have sold at the 
same price. Fancy and spring Puget Sound halves have sold 
at $1.95. A little larger business has developed during the week, 
and buyers have shown a rather stronger disposition to operate. 
Columbia River chums have sold for $1.30. 


New York State pea packers say in letter to selling interests 
here that they fear the peas will all mature at once, which will 
make it impossible to handle them and loss will result. 


Since the National Canners Association opened an office 
at 111 Wall Street to handle the sugar situation they have had 
requests for 26,000 tons of sugr. This seems to indicate that 
canners’ needs will be about the same as last year. Some 
reports indicate a shortage in the fruit crop thus far, but im- 
provement in the next few months is expected. Chauncey E. 
Richardson, in charge of the Wall Street office, estimates the 
consumption in June and July as .approximately 40,000,000 
pounds. Home canning will not be as extensive this year be- 
cause of the high cost of sugar and the difficulty of getting it 
at any price. 


The Kelley-Clarke Company says in a recent communication 
that the Coast pack will not be as large this year as was ex- 
pected. 


A new variety of canned goods is Thompson’s seedless 
grapes, packed in No. 244s and No. 10s. The price for No. WH 
fancy is $4.50; choice, $3.40; standard, $2.50; water, $1.85. No. 10 
fancy, $11.00; choice, $9.00; standard, $7.50; water, $5.00.

CHICAGO MARKET 


Chicago Owned by the Elks This Week—A Word About the 
Nominees—Canners Indifferent About Tomato Futures. 
Some Spot Tomatoes Selling—Pea Packing in 
Wisconsin—Corn Is Strong Fruit 
Prices Lowered. 

Reported by Telegram 

Chicago, July 9, 1920. 

Generalities—This town is full of Elks, so that you can- 
not get in anywhere unless you “horn in.’ They say that 
there are about 250,000 head in the herd. The town is owned 
by them this week, during their national convention. It is a 
great order and well worthy of its name, Benevolent and 
Protective Order of Elks. The familiar combination B, P. O. E. 
is seen everywhere in the town. The boulevards are hana- 
somely decorated with temporary statuary and a great wel- 
come is being extended to this organization, which is reputed 
to do more practical, unheralded charity than all the other 
fraternal organizations combined. 

Most other fraternal organizations spend the money they 
collect insuring their members until they grow old and be- 
come imminent and dangerous risks, then they raise their 
assessments so high that they make them forfeit their mem- 
bership. Others spend their money in lodge rent, secretaries’ 
salaries and banquets. The Elks, however, are said to dis- 
tribute an enormous amount of charitable and helpful relief, 
but they do not talk about it or publish it. Long life to their 
organization. I am not an Elk, but I think I have at times 
belonged to most all of the other fraternal organizations and 
am talking by the card. 

The Nominees—The nominations at San Francisco are well 
received by Chicago. The head of each of the tickets is an 
Elk, and there is much joy among the herd. I have been pre- 
dicting that the Republicans would have no trouble about 
electing their ticket, but I am inclined to hedge on that state- 
ment, as the Democratic nominations are strong. I am sure, 
however, that a man from Ohio will be the next president of 
these United States. Say, Ohio is the battle ground and will 
be all littered up with the debris of the fight when it is over. 
Another prediction—we will have a good president, no matter 
which ticket is elected. 

Canned Tomatoes—I reckon I know why the tomato can- 
ners of Ohio have kept so quiet this season. They have been 
busy arranging to monopolize the presidency of these United 
States and it looks as if they have put the deal across—Great 
State, Ohio!! 

Indiana canners are very independent and indifferent. I 
wrote to ten about: a week ago and offered them a good, big 
order each and haven’t heard from any of them. They are 
probably “‘thinking it over.” 

Spot goods from the East are selling in a small way at 
$1.15 for twos and $1.55 for threes standard canners labels, 
immediate shipment, 1919 pack, but futures are not selling at 
all. No one seems to be interested in them. 

The market is practically unchanged from last week, with 
the exception of the reduction of spot standards as quoted in 
the previous paragraph. 

Canned Peas—The reports from Wisconsin are that the 
pack of Alaskas or early peas is progressing nicely and that the 
yield is fairly good as to quantity and quality, but that there 


is a heavy undercurrent of buying and that packers are not 
at all anxious to sell. 


The packing of sweet or late peas has already begun in 
Southern Wisconsin, but will not begin north of Milwaukee 
until about July 15th. 


THE CANNING TRADE. 


Michigan is doing nicely with her pea crop as to quality, 
but the yield is said to be small, owing to various causes. 

Canned Corn—tThere is a strong feeling behind canned 
corn, and buyers who have not contracted for futures are find- 
ing difficulty in buying at the opening prices and are now 
trying to get in under the canvass, the price of admission hav- 
ing been advanced and the best seats all sold, 


Michigan Sets the Pace—Michigan canners during this past 
week have concluded to “go out after the business and get it.”’ 
In order to do so they have slashed the prices heavily and have 
pushed New York and California off the track. I hear of sales 
and offerings made at following prices, viz.: 


No. 2 Red Pitted Cherries, 20 degree Syrup...... $2.75 
No. 2 Stawberries, 20 degree Syrup...... pints ee ees 3.25 
No. 2 Black Raspberries, 20 degree Syrup........ 3.25 
No. 2 Blackberries, 20 degrees Syrup............ 3.00 
‘No. 2 Standard Alaska Peas, 4 sieve............. 1.25 
No. 2 Alaskas Peas, Standard 3 sieve............ 1.40 
No. 2 Alaska Peas, Standard 2 sieve............. 1.50 


Buyers are taking hold hungrily at these prices, and 
Michigan will soon be sold up to capacity. 

Very little interest is being taken in California or Oregon 
canned fruit, wholesalers seem to be afraid of it and inclined 
to stand from under. WRANGLER. 


WHY DO YOU ADVERTISE WHEN YOU ARE BEHIND 
IN DELIVERIES?

With such a policy we would be running around in a circle, 
disorganizing one day and reorganizing the next. 


The greater the demand for our product, the quicker the 
turnover for merchants, and the more frequent the turnovers, the 
larger is the volume of profit. 


In this business advertising is a sales policy—the same as our 
policy maintaining a sales organization—and we might as well 
consider the elimination of one as the other. Neither will be 


eliminated, as this business needs both if we are building for the 
future. 


We hope the idea will never creep into this organization that 
there will be any let-up in aggressive methods, which might sug- 
gest that when business is good there is no oceasion for work 
and when business is poor it is too hard to get. 


We contstantly have in mind that the American people are 
much-more concerned in their own affairs than in ours, and if 
we sholud restrict our selling and advertising-activities they will 
begin to forget us—and this would be our fault. 

We are going ahead with the idea of increasing the present 
momentum in favor of our goods, and if conditions should turn 
face about, our dealers and ourselves will be in a better cosition 


to handle obstacles than if we originated a policy for each condi- 
tion as it arose,

The Democratic Convention Kept Cool—Apricot Can- 
ning Beginning—Troubles With the Grow- 
ers—Forcing the Fruit Market—Pine- 
apple Selling Far Above Opening 
Prices—Salmon Canning On—

-Coast Notes.

San Francisco, July 9, 1920. 

Weather Favors Crops—Weather cofditions have been 
very favorable for growing crops during the past week, the 
short, hot spell having been followed by comfortable tempera- 
tures. Light rains have fallen in the mountain districts and 
fogs along the coast have been of benefit. The drought 1s 
making its effects felt and fruits are running to small sizes, 
with vegetables looking none to well. Weather of the brand 
experienced during the past week is very acceptable, as no 
crops are in a condition to stand a protracted hot spell. 

The cool weather also met with the approval of the visitors 
who flocked to San Francisco by the thousands to attend the 
National Democratic Convention, the first event of this char- 
acter ever held in the Far West. Many delegates came attired 
in palm beach suits ang armed with fans to keep cool, but 
found these rather out of place, in distinct contrast to the 
experience at Chicago. If the advise of newspaper writers and 
convention followers in general is followed this city will be 
permanent convention headquarters for both parties in the

future. They seemingly cannot say enough about the perfect 
climate of San Francisco, its magnificent exposition auditorium, 
splendid hotels, broad streets, five cent carfare, municipai 
traction lines and nearby scenic attractions. 

Apricots—With the packing of apricots in the coast dis- 
trict almost at hand, buyers are entering the field in earnest 
to secure stocks, and large quantities of fruit have been con- 
tracted for during the past week. The California Packing Cor- 
poration inaugurated an active buying campaign during the 
last week in June, offering $100 a ton for first grade canning 
stock running sixteen to the pound, or better. The California 
Fruit Growers, Inc., then commenced buying, offering even a 
little more, and other buyers have also entered the field. Com- 
plaints have been made by some growers to the effect that 
canners have been refusing to accept deliveries at contracted 
prices, setting up the claim that cherries and apricots are not 
up to standard quality. It is asserted that operators then 
buy up the same goods at a much lower prices after growers 
are compelled to sell in the open market. Canners refute the 
charge, but state that some fruit brought in following the 
recent hot spell was badly damaged and was condemned by 
the State Board of Health as being unfit for human consump- 
tion, 

Fruits—The canned fruit market is quiet, but the large 
operators seem well satisfied with early sales, confirmation 
of orders having been up to expectations. Many of the smaller 
interests are offering goods at from five to ten per cent less 
than the opening quotations, but this is not bringing about any 
great rush of business. It is said that some of the large pack- 


ers have made purchases from: their smaller competitors on 
this basis. 


Pineapples—There is a marked demand for Hawaiian pine- 
apple and some resales have been made in this market at a 
profit of 40 per cent. The greatest interest is in sliced pine-

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apple, but other grades are also in demand at good advances 
over opening rates. 

Tomatoes—The tomato market is very quiet, with spot 
goods a little weaker. It is still possible to secure No. 2% 
standards at $1.20 and for this reason there is but little in- 
terest being taken in futures at $1.35. The crop outlook is 
not very satisfactory in the San Francisco Bay district. 

Tuna—Opening prices on California tuna were announced 
a couple of weeks ago, but these have not met with the favor 
of the trade, and a lot of early orders have not been confirmea. 
Buyers are willing to place limited orders for white meat at the 
prices quoted, but packers will not sell this grade alone, except 
at a marked advance. Many are well stocked on blue fin tuna 
of last year’s pack and will not place further orders for this 
fish in order to get a limited quantity of white meat. <A wait- 
ing policy has been decided upon and goods will be purchased 
largely as needed. It is suggested that with white tuna halves 
retailing at 40 cents there will be a big falling off in the de- 
mand! The packing of tuna is now under way in California 
and large catches are reported from some districts, fishermen 
being stimulated by offers of $200 a ton for the best grades. 
During June a total of almost 2,000,000 pounds of sea food 


was landed at wharves at San Diego, and of this almost 400,000 
pounds was tuna, 


Salmon—The packing of salmon is now under way in the 
Pacific Northwest, but only about five canneries will operate 
in the Puget Sound district, out of a total of thirty plants. 
Several carloads of fish have already been started for the 
Eastern markets, but opening prices have not been announced. 
Most of the output of Columbia River chinooks has already 
been disposed of. Spot stocks of Alaska reds have been closely 


cleaned up, sales being confined largely to lots released by 
the Government. 


Asparagus—The packing of asparagus in California is now 
at an end and canners will soon be able to announce the ap-

proximate size of the pack. The local trade has not been a 
free buyer of canned asparagus, the price being considered too 
‘high, but the demand in the Eastern States has been heavy 
and most grades are now commanding a premium. Several 
jobbers have disposed of their stocks at an advance of ten 
per cent, preferring to take this profit now, rather than sell 


. the goods out in small lots to the local grocery trade. 


Coast Notes—The California Packing Corporation has an- 
nounced opening prices on the 1920 pack of Del Monte apple 
butter, apple sauce and sauerkraut. Apple butter is quoted 
at $2.35 a dozen for No, 1 tins, and $3.35 for No. 2 tins, while 
apple sauce is quoted at $2.00 and $2.85 respectively for 
these sizes. Sauerkraut is quoted at $1.40 for No. 2, $1.75 
for No. 2% and $5.15 for No, 10. Opening prices have also 
been named on Del Monte jellies, preserves and jams. 

The State Industrial Welfare Commission has named a 
wage of $4.60 for an eight-hour day to be paid adult male 
employes in fruit and vegetable canneries in California. Over- 
time up to twelve hours will be at the rate of 72 cents an 
hour and 85 cents an hour will be paid thereafter. Unskilled 
workers may be paid at a lower rate. The ruling will be ef- 
fective until January 1, 1921. 

Rand W. Sutherland, general sales manager of Nor- 
ecanner’s, Ltd., New York, is visiting San Francisco in the in- 
terests of this Norway sardine packing organization and will 
shortly leave for the Pacific Northwest and Canada. The con- 
cern is represented here by F. M. Ball & Co. 

Eugene M. O’Neill, of San Francisco, Cal., has been ap- 


pointed selling agent for the Great Western Packing Company 
of Monterey, Cai., packers of California sardines. This con-

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FEDERAL RESERVE GOVERNOR ADDRESSES LETTER 
TO CANNING INDUSTRY 


National Canners’ Association Bulletin No. 73—July 3, 1920 


In order that there might be brought about with the banks 
of the country a better appreciation of the imperative finan- 
cial needs of the canning industry, President Sears a short 
time ago appointed a special committee of canners to present 
the situation to the Federal Reserve Board. This Committee 
was composed as follows: 

H. P. Strasbaugh, Chairman; James Moore, L. A. Sears, 
Robert S. Shriver, George N, Numsen and Charles S. Stevens. 

The committee met in Washington on Wednesday, June 
30th, and together with the advisory counsel of the National 
Canners’ Association was given an extended hearing by Gov- 
ernor Harding, of the Board. 

At this hearing the financial needs of the canning indus- 
try were thoroughly discussed. The nature of the seasonal 
operations of canners was fully presented, and full .explana- 
tion was made of the necessity of ample credits to canners if 
the 1920 crops of the farmers are to be taken for the creation 
of such a canned food supply as is adequate for the country. 

Credits Now Being Curtailed on Proportional Basis—The 
committee called the attention of Governor Harding to the 
fact that the banks in some localities were assuming to curtail 
credits among customers on a strictly proportional basis, the 
result being that the essential character of the canning in- 
dustry and its borrowing needs gave it no relief from curtaik 
ment as against the borrowers for non-essential or speculative 
purposes. In answer to that suggestion it was plainly stated 
to the committee that the Federal Reserve Board had never 
undertaken to make any recommendations to Federal Reserve 
Banks from which would follow necessarily the pro-rating of 
reduced credits, but that it has always left with individual 
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banks the determination of what is essential paper and the 
consequent credit in relation. thereto. 

Re-Discounts—The effect upon the canners’ credits of the 
re-discount rates at Federal Reserve Banks was also discussed, 
and the attitude of member banks that each loan transaction 
should show an actual profit was dwelt upon by the commit- 
tee as causing high interest rates for essential canners’ paper 
in many localities. Upon this point the committee learns that 
the Federal Reserve Board has never contended that the mem- 
ber banks should expect a profit on each loan transaction which 
becomes subject to re-discount. In this connection Governor 
Harding called attention to the fact that the re-discount busi- 
ness of the banks of the country is less than 20 per cent of 
the total discount business, 

. At the conclusion of the conference with Governor Hard- 
ing he sent to Judge Covington, counsel for the National Can- 
ners’ Association, the following letter: 


FEDERAL RESERVE BOARD 
Washington, June 30, 1920. 
Dear Sir: 

Referring to our conversation today, I wish to 
reaffirm my statement that the Federal Reserve 
Board has never undertaken to say to member banks 
what paper they should discount and what they 
should refuse, nor has the Board advised the Federal 
Reserve Banks as to the character of paper which 
they should discount for member banks, provided 
they comply with the requirements of Section 13 of 
the Federal Reserve Act and the regulations of the 
Board as to.eligibility. While the Board has pointed 
out the necessity for the exercise of good judgment 
on the part of member banks in granting credits and 
the necessity for wise discrimination on their part 
between essential, less essential, and non-essential

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paper, it has not undertaken to define or to to give 
any expression of its views as to what constitutes 
essential paper, but, on the other hand, has distinctly 
stated that.this is a matter which sould be left for 
local determination upon the theory that individual 
banks are intimately acquainted with the industrial, 
agricultural and commercial requirements of their 
respective communities and are better qualified than 
anyone else to pass upon the essential character of 
loans offered. 


It is evident that there are certain seasons of 
the year when loans of a particular kind must be 
made in large volume and are entitled tc more con- 
sideration than would be the case at other seasons, 
this being dependent upon the character of the in- 
dustry. There is a wide difference between the grant- 
ing of ctedit by banks for crop moving purposes at 
a time when crops are moving, or for canning or 
cold storage purposes at those seasons of the year 
when goods naturally go into cold storage or pass 
into the hands of the canners, and the making of 


loans on agricultural products at periods when they 
should be marketed and not hoarded, or in lending 
on canning or cold storage products when they ought 
to be sold to jobbers and retailers instead of being 
held indefinitely for higher prices. If certain farm 
products should be put into cold storage or sold to 
canners at certain periods of the year in order to 
secure a uniform supply throughout the year, it fol- 
lows that loans for these purposes should be made 
freely at seasons of the year when such products are 
available for such purposes. 


It is the Board’s view that banks in granting 
accommodations should take into consideration the 


liquidity of the loan, and that loans, even for larger 
amounts, which are necessary for the production and 
distribution of essential commodities and which will 
be paid in full in the course of three or four months, 
should be looked upon with greater favor than loans 
for smaller amounts which may run for indefinite 
periods or which may be sought merely for the pur- 
pose of withholding for higher prices goods which 
the market is ready to absorb. 


The Board assumes that banks throughout the 
country understand these principles and it does not 
believe that it is necessary to advise them or ‘the 
Federal Reserve Banks as to the eligibility of paper, 
which is defined under the terms of the Federal 
Reserve Act and the regulations of the Board. If any 
seasonal industry, such as the canning industry, 
should come into the market for very large loans 
next November or December, it would be incumbent 
upon the borrowers to justify their position in apply- 
ing for loans at that time, and certain extraordinary 
conditions such as inability to secure transportation 
facilities would have to be set up in justification of 
their applications; but this is the season when the 
small crops which are the basis of the canning indus- 
try are coming into the market, and they must be 
utilized now or not at all, and it is apparent that 
applications of canners for accommodations at this 
time are entitled to greater consideration than any 
other time of the year,

Duties of Committees—These committees will impress upon 
the Federal Reserve Banks the essential character of the can- 
ning industry and its right to normal credits until the pro- 
duction and reasonably prompt sale and distribution of the 
food pack of 1920.

CREST OF THE CRISIS PASSED 


With Reasonable Caution, Business Will Have Greater Success 
and Better Times. 


By R. S. Hawes, President First National Bank, St. Louis. 


(Address by the President of the American Bankers’ Associa- 
tion at the Annual Convention of the National Association of Credit 
Men.) 


There is nothing of greater importance to the merchant than 
to insure his credit with the bank, no form of insurance, I repeat, 
more important to him. We buy fire insurance for which we pay 
large sums year after year though we never expect to burn; buy 
life insurance on corporation officials; tornado insurance though 
we believe there never will be a wind storm to hurt us. But how 
many think of buying bank insurance? And how is this bank .in- 
surance to be had? Is it not by establishing proper and intimate 
relations with the bank, by maintaining proper balances on the 
books of the bank? ‘This is the oem of bank insurance to which 
I refer. 

The measuring stick in extending credit to a merchant is the 
balance kept by the merchant, and the merchant is realizing this 
today as he enters the offices of the bank. He now realizes what 
it means to keep in intimate touch with the banker and give him 
complete information, the value of making a father confessor of 
the banker. For having done this he finds that he is on a firm 
foundation and that whether times are good or bad the banker will 
respond to his call even when an unusual crisis comes. 


Don’t Be Out on the Limb—Corporations in the last two 
or three years, indeed in the last five years, have shown an inclina- 
tion to do more business than their capital justified. The bankers 
have been sounding a word of warning that this is no time to be 
out on the limb, that there are forbidding rocks and deep water 
underneath the trees now, and the thing to do is to stay close.

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It is hard for the banker to make business men understand 
that they must reduce their volume of business, to make tnem 
appreciate how necessary it is to keep the volume of business in 
proper ratio to the capital invested. 

In the last few weeks the bankers of the country have been 
in the front line trenches of industry, and I want to say that they — 
are going to stay there. They are not scared.’ The bankers be- 
lieve the peak is passed and that we are moving into valleys of 
greater success and better times, all the way down the line. 

This is the first time in my banking experience that strained 
erdits were not caused by overproduction. We are short of goods 
as well as short of credits for the first time in our history. 

We wonder what this means, and I will try to tell you: 

It means for one thing millions and millions of dollars of 
frozen credits are in our railroad yards. We find that six or 
eight months ago a man could ship his goods from Seattle, draw- 
ing a draft on Philadelphia, and that his goods would be delivered 
and received in 30 days. Now it takes six months. A certain 
flour miller, one of the best operators in the West, has stored 
in his elevator 2,500,000 bushels of wheat. The elevator is 60 
miles from his mill and at the rate he is getting cars to move 
the wheat it will take him two years to put it into flour. Great 
volumes of foodstuffs are lying in the storehouses because of lack 
of shipping facilities. 


Another vital item in the credit situation is that $4,500,000,000 
of United States indebtedness is being carried by the banks of 
America for their customers in various ways. All this clogs the 
natural avenues of credits. Again we find that large sums of 
money have been loaned to individuals and corporations for the 
payment of excess profits and corporation income taxes. Agamn, 
there is a frozen credit extended to Europe amounting to three or 
four billions of dollars, an item that cannot be liquidated until 
some medium is found of finanicng that credit. And greatest of 
all we find an enormous increase in commodity prices. Then 
again, the excess gold reserve has been sustaining a slow process 
of depletion, not that the gold reserve of the country is dis- 
apparing, but the excess gold reserve has been depleted to the 
extent of several hundred million dollars. 

Federal Reserve Bank a Goliath—All these things have 
placd upon the banks a staggering demand for credits, and the

banks have answered the call, but the only reason they have been 
able to answer it and go to the public frankly without fear of 
panic or a money stringency is that we have the Federal Reserve 
Bank, the modern financial Goliath of the world, which carries 
upon its shoulders the weight of financing practically the entire 
world; the savior of the financial situation within the past six 
months, 


And so the bankers of the country decry the calamity fore- 
casters. They are not afraid to face the situation; but they plead 
for the co-operation of the credit men of the country, for their help 
in stopping the wild orgies of extravagance, for their help in es- 
tablishing in every home in America the spirit of thrift and pro- 
duction. 

Again, there must be ntunintiiins in the construction line and 
in the placing of money in fixed investment. We must go slow in 
the issuance of new securities which may divert money from the 
usual and natural avenues of commerce, must insist that no more 
tax free securities be issued, and that state, county and municipal 
expenditures be minimized, and that the Federal Government prac- 
tic economy. 


I have hinted at some of the reasons why it is necessary to 
ration credits, rationing them without fear or favor to the indus- 
trial community, and squeezing out whatever has the slightest 
sign of speculation, whether in commodities or in stocks and bonds, 
for that term speculation, which many think of as applicable to 
Wall Street only, is just as applicable elsewhere. Speculation 
indeed is as rampant in other parts of the country in commodities 
of all kinds, and in farm lands as in Wall Street. So the banker 
has had to say to all, “Stop! senna face! Go into real busi- 
ness if you want money.” : 

As for the immediate future, we find that with liquidation of 
but 10 per cent of the loans of the bankers of the country, we 
ean care for all of the crop moving of the summer without dif- 
ficulty, and this the banks have been doing. Most of them have 
liquidated from five to seven per cent. of their loans in anticipa- 
tion of the new loans which will be required of them this summer 
and fall. 

The bankers cannot carry through the reconstruction prob- 
lems alone. They need men to assist them, just such men as make 
up the National Association of Credit Men, which association is 
working shoulder to shoulder with the American Bankers Asso- 
ciation in placing our commerce upon a sound and stable basis.

INDIANA MARKET 


Damage From Storms—Plants Making Good Growth—Corn 
Doing Well—Pea Crop Short—Dyer Branching 
Out—News of This Section. 


Evansville, Ind., July 8, 1920. 
Storm Does Damage—A storm that visited Southern In- 
diana and Northern and Western Kentucky on Saturday night, 
July 3, did considerable damage to wheat shocks in the fields 
and growing crops. The wind, that blew at great velocity, 
damaged fruit trees and other trees and damaged tomato 


plants and other vegetation. A hail followed the heavy down- 
pour of rain and this too damaged the tomato plants and other 
plants. In some sections whole fields of tomatoes were badly 
damaged and the farmers report that their losses will be con- 
siderable. On Monday, July 5, another hard rain fell in the 
tri-state section and again on Tuesday the day following there 
was a heavy fall of rain. The tomato plants that were not 


daamged by wind and hail are growing rapidly and the crop 
never appeared more promising than at the present time. 
The plants are growing rapidly and are sturdy and quite 
promising. The bright, warm sunshine of the week before, 
_ together with the rains of this week, have greatly benefittea 
the crop. While the acreage in this section is not as large as 


last year, the yield promises to be much better per acre. 
Young corn, too, is looking quite promising and was greatly 
benefitted by the rain of this week. It is expected that the 
canneries in this section will start to work on tomatoes during 
the month of August, and deliveries probably will be heavy 
after the crop has started to ripen. 


Canned Tomatoes—The demand continues strong and 
there is a tendency for the price to advance, and jobbers and 
wholesalers are agreed that the prices will be much higher 
this fall than last, due to the increased cost of production. 


Merchants continue to buy liberally on futures and are expected 
to do so for some time to come. 


Canned Corn—Sugar corn that was planted in Southern 
Indiana, Southern Illinois and Western and Northern Kentucky 
is looking fine and indications point to a good yield, and can- 
neries are expected to have liberal supplies within a short time. 
Prices on canned corn are still firm and are expected to remain 
this way all season. Canners may be forced to pay more for 


their corn this year, and in this event the canned product will 
be higher to the consumer in the fall and winter. 


Canned Fruits—The demand continues good and prices are 
tending upward. A great many Georgia peaches now are be- 
ing shipped into the local market, and many of the housewives 
are canning them without the aid of sugar. The blackberry 
crop in this section is coming on fast. Thus far the only 
berries on the local market have been shipped here from 
Southern States, and the prices are higher than they were last 


year! Wholesale dealers expect the demand for canned fruits 
to remain good the balance of the year. 


Canned Peas—The demand for canned peas is still good 
as it has been for several months past, and merchants continue 
to buy liberally. Indications are that the price will tend up- 


ward for some time to come because of the fact that the crop 
is short in many sections. 


Pork and Beans—The season will open later on and it ts 
expected that it will be a lively one. It is predicted that prices 


on this canned product will be a shade higher than it was last 
year, 


Big Business Expected—One hundred thousand cases of 
tomato catsup and chili sauce will be packed this year by the 


W. H. Dyer Company, of this city, according to the tentative 
plans of the company. Each case contains twenty-four bottles.

A full line of sweet, sour and mixed picklés will be packed by 
this company this season, and the crop of cucumbers in this 
part of the State promises to be up to the average. W. H. 
Dyer’s ‘‘own pack” pork and beans, one of the best known of 
Evansville’s products, will also be packed during the summer 
season. Dyer’s pork and beans have gained for Evansville 
a national reputation. ,One thousand cases of jams and pre- 
serves are now being packed at the company’s plant every day 
in the week. Every kind of fruit is preserved and made into 
jams and jellies by the Dyer Company. Salad dressings ana 
mayonnaise dressing have been added to the list of foods pro- 
duced by the company. During the 1919 season, 210,000 
pounds of strawberries and 131,000 pounds of blackberries 
were canned. The Dyer Company employs 250 men and wom- 


en, and it is expected that within a year’s time the company’s 
payroll will grow considerably. 


New Plant for Heinz—The Heinz plant at Princeton, Ind., a 
few miles north of Evansville, is being built rapidly and will 
soon be completed and ready for operating, and when running 
will give employment to considerable number of men and wom- 
en. The factory will put up pickles and will be one of the 
largest of its kind in Southern Indiana. A good many farmers 


in Gibson county and adjoining counties are raising cucumbers 
to be sold to the new plant. 


Work Progressing Nicely—Work on remodeling the old 
electric light plant at Chrisney, Ind., for the Shaving Canning 
Company is progressing nicely, and the factory will be all 
ready for operation by the time the farmers are ready to sell 
their tomatoes. About 400 acres of tomatoes have been 
planted in the vicinity of Chrisney to supply this factory. 


Will Soon Operate—The new plant of the Thompson- 
Weber Canning Company, located at Hartford City, Ind., will 
soon be ready for operation and quite a number of men and 
women will be employed in the factory. A carload of ma- 
chinery and a carload of cans were received at the plant a few 
days ago, 


Z 
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Good Prices for Cherries—A report from Anderson, Ind., 
this week stated that cherries are being shipped from Summit- 
vile and other places in Madison county, and farmers are 
receiving from $10 to $12 a bushel for the fruit, this being 
the highest prices they have brought in many years. The 
cherry crop in that part of the State was unusually large this 
year and a great deal of the fruit found its way into the hands 
of canners. 

Prices Are Some Higher—Prices on certain food products 
in this part of the State are higher than they were a year ago. 
Canned milk is retailing here at 15 cents a small can, where 
a year ago the price was 10 cents. Sugar is selling from 27 to 
31 cents, a compared to 25 cents a year ago about this time. 
White navy beans are selling at 10 cents a pound, the same 
price that prevailed last year. Canned peas are retailing at 
from 15 to 25 cents a can, the same price of a year ago. Canned 
tomatoes are retailing at from 15 to 20 cents a can, comparea 
to 10 and 15 cents a year ago. Sweet potatoes have not yet 
come on the market. A large acreage has been planted in 
Southern Indiana. In and around Decker and Hazleton, Ind. 
Many of the farmers will sell their crop of sweet potatoes to 
canning factories this year. A larger acreage has been planted 
in that section this year than is usually the case.

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MAINE MARKET 


Crops Two Weeks Late—Crops Making Good Progress—Spot 
Corn Cleaned Up—Futures About All Sold—Apples 
Look Like 50 Per Cent Crop—Sardine 
Canners Have Troubles—News 
of the Section. 


Portland, Maine, July 9, 1920. 

While Maine has not suffered from such continued rains 
as Maryland has experienced, we are certainly about two 
weeks late on all crops. We are getting no hot days worthy 
of mention, and the nights are cool. Even haying, which 
is generally in full “swing of the scythe” by July 4th, has not 
yet started. This condition will bunch haying and ‘“‘hoeing”’ 
all together; and with the shortage in labor it is apparent that 
both haying and corn hoeing will get somewhat neglected. 


Spot Corn—The only grade to be found now is near fancy, 
at $1.55 to $1.60. Inquiries for fancy corn come in continually 
and insistently, but cannot be filled. One or two owners of 
spot fancy corn (not packers) are holding their goods antici- 
pating higher prices; $1.75 fails to interest them. 

Future Corn—The Maine corn packers are ‘‘on the knees 
of the gods.’’ Acreage proves to be almost normal and the 
crop has come up in good shape. At present the season seems 
to be two weeks behind normal, and the weather just now is 
not the kind that will make up for this lateness. Should we 
have a good, hot summer, without early frosts, the crop should 
be good. However, none of the packers who withdrew earlier 
in the season are making further offerings yet. 

Golden Bantam—The demand for this variety of corn is 


still heavy, with all packers cleaned out. Several firms have 
enlarged their Golden Bantam acreage this year, or added it 
as an entirely new line, but these increased offerings have at 
no time been slow in the market. Some packers offered goods 


as low as $1.75, though $1.80 was the going price during the 
first selling. Now $1.95 would willingly be paid by many 
buyers, but there are no more goods to be found, 


No. 10 Maine Apples—The price of $5.00 still obtains. 
However, this is not at all popular with the packers, as several 
firms have stated that they should not open up on apple at 
this price, and some who started taking business at $5.00 are 


now withdrawing from the market. Reports from one or two 
States indicate a large crop, but the country-wide survey fore- 
casts a short crop generally, and Maine is one of the States 
where this condition holds. Orchardists are prophesying a 50 


per cent crop at best. And no doubt the cider business will be 
large this season, which always tends to raise the price of 
selected fruit—last year No. 1 apples were freely used in the 
cider mills when cider apples were short, 


Sardines—The sardine packers are becoming fixed pessi- 
mists. It certainly looks as though everything was coming 
their way, only in their case it is everything bad instead of 
everything good. The can situation does not improve ma- 
terially, fish are not plenty, short time work is mighty ex- 
pensive and it is very hard to hold the workers. And then 
each individual packer has personal troubles and grievacnes 
which he can add to this general list. $5.00 to $5.25 for stand- 
ards is not a paying proposition to the packer for goods he 
packs today. 

Other Maine Canned Foods—While competition from other 
localities is too great to allow Maine packers to put certain 
lines of canned vegetable into the general market, the locar 
New England trade continues to demand Maine-packed goods.

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As a consequence many packers are able to do a long-season 
business! one packer whom we have in mind, packs peas, corn, 
beans (stringless and shelled), beets, pumpkin, squash, toma- 
toes, apples and various other goods in small amounts. Where 
the factory is established and equipped, a foreman held by the 
year, and a limited amount of help necessary to pack these 
_ various lines of goods, it is often found to be a paying proposi- 
tion. Not the least of Maine’s lesser products is real New 
England, or ‘‘Boston” baked beans. At least two firms are 
very large handlers of canned fish, as well as fish and clam 
chowder. The real New England taste goes into all these 
goods, and many summer visitors are glad to find them in their 
own markets when they return from a sojourn in Maine. 

Blueberries—The announcement of prices, made last week, 
on future blueberries has not rippled the market. All packers 
were closely sold up, with waiting lists of buyers who still 
hoped to get a contract. But $3.25 for No. 2s and $13.75 for 
No. 10s has proved acceptable to all SAP buyers, and contracts 
have been completed. One packer is trying to arrange to take 
on two or three more customers who have been waiting long 
and patiently; but his success in this direction is not yet 
assured. 


General—All of Maine, and Portland in particular, is ex- 
periencing a “morning after” feeling this week. We have just 
had a most successful centennial celebration, covering a period 
of eight days of continual and continuous “events.”

THE BROKERS’ SPECIAL TAX 


Chicago, June 25, 1920. 
To Members: 

The Department of Internal Revenue appears to be mailing 
te all brokers, Form 11 “Brokers Special Tax Return,” on which 
to make payment of the Fifty Dollar Occupational Tax, payable 
by June 30th as provided in the Revenue Bill of 1918 (No. 
12863). 

This seems to have revived a doubt among many brokers as 
to whether they are liable, but we have no information that 
would indicate any question as to its application to merchan- 
dise brokers—the law is plain in defining those to whom it applies. 
See Section 1001, Paragraph 1: 

“On and after January 1, 1919, there shall be levied, col- 
lected and paid annually the following special taexs: Brokers 
shall pay fifty dollars. Every person whose business it is to 
negotiate purchases or sales of produce or merchandise for others 
shall be regarded as a broker.”

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS 


It begins to look as if the canning industry might get into the 
right light with the banks, through the efforts of the National Can- 
ners’ Association with the Federal Reserve Board. 


Again it seems pertinent to us to ask why should foods have 
to beg or make any plea for their cause, when they are beyond 
question, the most important single item in all the list which com- 
prises the necessaries of life, pleasure or the pursuit of happiness. 
Is there anything more important to the human being than food? 
Can there be any life, much less happiness without food? And 
yet foods must. perforce, go to the bankers to plead for a big 


enough share of credits to insure to the people the fulfillment of 
their mission. 


Vast sums of money, indicating apparently unending lines 
of credit, are being spent on every side of us, and for all manner 
of purposes, and yet canned foods, the most important branch of 


all foods, must take its hat in hand and appear meekly before the — 


money powers to beg for sufficient recognition to keep alive. 


Is the trouble with the borrowers that they have not faith 
enough in their cause to champion its rights in unfaltering voice? 


It would seem so from the action of Governor Harding of the 
Federal Reserve Board. He has set his stamp of approval upon 
this industry as a rightful claimant for proper credit, and this the 
appointed time. Then let the canning industry assume a more 
confident air; apprceach with a feeling of right the proper banking 
interests and make known to them the needs under which the 
industry is now laboring and obtain the financial assistance neces- 
sary for the full and proper conduct of their business. It remains 
now for the canners to do this rightly; to make the bankers 
understand the reasons for their demands and the urgency of them. 
With this understanding the bankers will no longer hang back, but 
will meet the requests, as they do other requests, as fully as the 
case before them warrants. And that will be a signal victory 
for which the officers of the National Canners’ Association should 
be thanked. 


The industry has waited long for a reply from President Mc- 
Laurin in answer to President Sears’ defense of the pro rata con- 
tract before the convention of the Southern Wholesale Grocers’ 
Association at St. Louis in May. At last it has come through the 
Association’s official organ “Facts and Figures,’ but it bears no 
resemblance, whatsoever, to the former tirade against this con- 
tract. It is weak and wavering, because we believe President 
MeLaurin himself has no faith in his answer. He is too well 
posted a man not to know that the canners’ books are always 
open to the buyer who feels himself aggrieved on a delivery under 
such a contract. The canners know what their average yield per 
acre is, and if they have sold too heavily against this as futures 
their books will_show it. We have repeatedly warned canners 
that it was not right to sell futures to the limit of their acreage. 
The buyer has a right to protection against overselling in this 
manner, and reputable canners afford him that protection. When, 
however, due to unfavorable weather conditions, that average is 
seriously reduced the canner is entitled to protection and should 
not be penalized, and no reasonable buyer would penalize him,upon 
a fair and complete exposition of the situation. That is the honest 
intent of the pro rata contract, and is the manner in which it is 
carried out by the vast majority of canners. But the trouble in 
discussions of this kind is that the one offending canner blots out 
from view the proper acts of the other 99. That is the style of 
reasoning we seem to have drifted into in this country; but the 
trouble is with the fault-finders and not with the mass. Business 
men as a whole are strictly honest and fair in their dealings, 
despite the short-comings of the few; the mass of our people are 
sober and industrious, despite the occasional drunkard, and yet 
they seek to class all business men as crooks, as they have classed 
all men as drunkards and weaklings. It is a vicious and damnable 
manner of thinking the public has allowed itself to be lead into by 
u narrow minded few. 


Just how tender the canners feel on this matter of pro rata 
contracts may be gleaned from a letter just at hand. Our good 
friend, we think, draws a wrongful conclusion from the remarks 
to which he objects, for the mere statement that the canners in one 
State do not violate contracts, does not necessarily imply that the 
canners of other States do so. State spirit is all right and to be 
commended, but it should not lead to disparaging remarks about 
other States, and yet there is quite a habit among canners to 
“knock” another State, forgetting that in doing so they are 
“knocking” canned foods, the thing that all in this industry, at 
least, should be careful to avoid. There are black sheep in every 
fold, because we are all intensely human, but as we stated above, 
there is no reason to condemn any fold because of this black sheep. 
The letter we refer to is as follows:

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As Brokers View the Market 


BALTIMORE, MD. . 
Baltimore, Md., July 10, 1920. 

Expectations of a continuance of the activity in spot to- 
matoes last week were not realized this week. Whatever the 
cause, the fact remains, much to the surprise and disappoint- 
ment of the canners and brokers, whose sources of informa- 
tion indicated increased buying rather than dullness. The 
three days holiday over the Fourth, doubtless, had more or 
less to do with it, but the money market is a factor which 
must still be taken into consideration, though conditions in 
that direction are rapidly clearing up. Of course, there was 
some business done each day in tomatoes for prompt shipment, 
especially in No. 2 cans, which actually stiffened up in price 
because of lighter offerings. As a matter of fact, the basic 
conditions as to crops, factory costs, labor situation, shortage 
of empty cans, etc., are all in favor of a stronger market, and 
these important elements will govern the market prices sooner 
or later. Tomatoes well bought are half sold is an axiom as 
old as the hills; bear it in mind. Spot tomatoes bought at 
today’s prices will lose no money for the buyer. 

There is but little trading, as yet, in future tomatoes, and 
the canners show no disposition to force sales, being content 
to await developments. The deliveries, or rather non-deliv- 
eries, of empty cans, is a serious problem yet to be solved. 
The transportation problem, also, is a hard nut for the rail- 
road chiefs to handle and straighten out anywhere near satis- 
factorily, and the ending of the strikes, congestions and em- 
bargoes is not yet in sight, notwithstanding newspaper reports 


to the contrary. Such reports tend to confuse the jobbers, 
who are anxious to receive goods purchased last month and 
the month before. The much discussed advance in freight 
rates September 1st is not to be overlooked. The outlook for 
the tomato crop this season is excellent at this time.

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Spot No. 3 sweet potatoes were sufficiently active this

The canning season for stringless and string beans is now 
on, both green and wax, and the largest receipts, it is expected, 
will come in during the next two weeks. The crops are large, 
but labor for harvesting it is scarce and high. The market 
for the canned article is not active as yet, but the output will 
be taken by the jobbers as rapidly as it was last season. If 
you are interested in any grades we will submit samples and 
secure refusals long enough to act on them. 


Pea canning here is over for the season, and the Baltimore 
packers are pretty well sold up, the No. 1 cans especially. 
There are some good trade still avialable from the country 
canners, however, which are well worth prompt attention; will 
send samples upon request, 


There was very little done this week, comparatively, in 
the other lines of vegetables, and there is nothing to add, at 
the moment, to what we have already reported about them. 
Spinach showed a little more life than any of the other items 
in the list. 


Regarding canned fruits, pears are inclined to be active, 
while apples and peaches are dull and unchanged. July usual- 
ly is a good month for all three of them. 


Inquiries for berries are numerous and they are expected 
to be active from now on. Our canners are now packing rasp- 
berries, red and black, blackberries and gooseberries, and the 
crops are excellent if they can only be gathered and marketed 
in quantities for canning, which will be developed in the next 
ten days. Are you interested in any of them? Strawberries 
and Cherries were dull this week and unchanged as to prices. 
The packing of pineapples here is about over for this season, 

The offerings of cove oysters are very light, though suf- 
ficient for the small demand for them. Crushed oyster shells 
for poultry are in excellent demand and very firm as to prices. 
Herring roe is almost sold out.
